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Incorrect Power of Attorney 

In addition to the reinstatement of this Patent Application, the 
undersigned attorneys request the Petitions Office to correct the power of attorney for 
this Patent Application. Examiner Beach has told each of the undersigned attorneys 
that Mr. J. William Stader (CNH America LLC) is the attorney of record, and both Mr. 
Stader and Pauley Petersen & Erickson believe this is incorrect. The attorneys at 
Pauley Petersen & Erickson are the proper attorneys of record. The undersigned 
attorneys have been unable to obtain from the USPTO a copy of the Power of Attorney 
the USPTO claims was filed on 05 April 2006. 

On 15 September 2005, Applicant/Assignee Georg Pletzer filed a Power 
of Attorney document revoking CNH America LLC's power of attorney and 
appointing Pauley Petersen & Erickson as his attorneys of record.

Berger shows a method for producing ground surfaces by 
means of a construction machine, in particular a hydraulic excavator with an excavator 
comprised of one single or a multitude of components including a shovel applicable to 
the surface of the ground (abstract), and a lifting cylinder for lifting and lowering the 
excavator equipment; whereby the lifting cylinder 234 of the excavator equipment is 
actively connected with a least one work pump via a control device 100/130/160 
actuated by the operator; and whereby the lifting cylinder is lifted, lowered or blocked 
depending on the switching position of the control device; characterized in that for 
compensating the weight of the excavator equipment and for adjusting an approximately 
(col. 10, lines 49-61) constant pressure of application of the shovel to the surface of the 
ground as the excavator equipment is moving and working, the lifting side of the lifting 
cylinder, upon actuation of an actuating element, is automatically acted upon by an 
adjustable compensation pressure by supplying or evacuating a hydraulic medium. 
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As concerns claim 4, Berger shows that the position of the point of gravity of the 
excavator equipment is monitored and the compensation pressure is automatically 
adapted to any shift in the position of the point of gravity (col. 10, lines 49-61 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5, and 7-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
